The Québec Liberal govern- 
ment announced last year that it 
would lift the moratorium on the 
conversion of apartments to con- 
dominiums, but pressure from 
tenants’ rights groups seems to 
have weakened their stance. 

Pierre Gaudrcau, of People’s 
Rights Over Urban Development 
(PROUD), has launched a 
province-wide campaign to keep 
the moratorium in place and 
eliminate existing loopholes. 
PROUD posters reading “Our 
homes are not for sale" are visi- 
ble on many residences. 

The Parti Québécois attempted 
to lift the freeze in 1984, claiming 
this would enable people who 
could not afford to buy new con- 
dominiums to buy other, less ex- 
pensive dwellings. But this left 
senior citizens and those with no 
means to buy condominiums out 
in the cold. 

By 1985 it was discovered that 
this proposition appealed to “only 
1 3 per cent of those who would be 
affected, and everyone was 
against it except the landlord lob- 
by and Drapeau," according to 
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Montréal Citizens’ Movement 
(MCM) councillor Arnold Ben- 
nett. 

In response to the restrictions 
rent control had placed on their 
profits since the early ’70s, many 
landlords have been forcing 
tenants to choose between buying 



their apartment as a con- 
dominium, or moving elsewhere. 

Bennett calls the Elmhurst' 
development in Nôtre Dame de 
Grace district is a classic example 
of the pitfalls of the condo conver- 
sion scheme which spurred the

McGill’s new bookstore will 
contain no office space for cam- 
pus organizations, despite the fact 
that Students' Society will be 
forgoing the profits from the pre- 
sent store for the next decade in 
order to help finance the new 
building. 

But according to Sam Kingdon, 
Director of Physical resources, 
“There never were any plans for 
space for the Students’ Society 
(SSMU) in the building." 

Says Kingdon, "People have 
suggested that there be some 
space in the building for offices 
and that some of that space go to 
the SSMU, but it was never a con- 
dition for signing over the 
surplus.” 

The surplus from bookstore 
sales, which this year totaled 
some $30,000, was given to the 
bookstore by last year’s Students’ 
Council to help build the new 
building. 

Amy Kalcr, who sat on 
Students’ Council last year, told 
Tiie Daily, "I voted to hand over 
the bookstore profits to the 



university because I heard from 
(last year’s SSMU president) 
James Green that Students’ Socie- 
ty would be getting some space 
for offices.” 

Carlcne Gardner, Clubs rep. to 
Council, is critical of the way the 
funding was handed over. "I 
think it’s unfair. It seems students 
were led to believe that there was 
to be space for us in the 
building." 

Paul Pickcrsgill, SSMU presi- 
dent, says the money is out of 
Students’ Society’s hands, but 
“the administration is ap- 
proaching this in a reasonable and 
fair manner. If we made too much 
of a stink about it (office space) 
they could theoretically do it (the 
new bookstore) without any 
agreements with us." 

But Students’ Society’s space 
problems remain, and the ad- 
ministration has promised to in- 
vestigate them. 

Says Pickcrsgill, “That’s 
something we’re still working on. 
There’s no guarantee they’ll give 
us whatever we need in terms of 
space, but they’re taking that first 
step."

McGill doctor attaches hand

The Socialists’ Students’ 
Association (SSA) has set up a 
table in the Union Building foyer 
in an attempt to establish 
themselves as a political club on 
campus. 

The tabling campaign is aimed 
at informing McGill students 
about their organization and what 
it stands for. “We feel that a 
possible minority of students on 
campus can support the struggles 
of workers to overcome the crisis 
of leadership in our society,” said 
Keith Jones, a supporter of the 
group. 

“The mass majority of students 
have differing opinions about 
socialism, and what it stands for. 
They really don’t know what it 
is." 

The group claims they arc here 
as defenders of the working class, 
not to convince students to sup- 
port international socialism. “We 
arc here to reach those students 
who are interested.” 

When asked about the bad 
publicity Communist and Socialist 
countries receive in mainstream 
Western media, Michel Pigeon, a 



political science student at 
UQAM (Université de Quebecà 
Montréal) said "Those countries 
call themselves Communist, but 
are not really. Power is still con- 
centrated at the top.” 

If you read the manifestos of 
existing Communist Parties you 
would find that they are not 
pure,” added Keith Jones. 
"There is no such thing as pure 
Communism in our world 
today.” 

But Minek Jirasek, a 
Czechoslovakian bom McGill stu- 
dent in Civil Engineering says, 
"These guys don’t know what 
they arc talking about. The 
Eastern European Socialist 
system is very oppressive, and 
tries to control the minds of peo- 
ple through the media." 

Moreover, he stated that the 
system makes it very difficult for 
people to talk freely with 
strangers, “because they fear be- 
ing arrested by the police.” 

The SSA says that they are 
capable of being self-supportive 
financially, and arc not in need of 
funding from Students’ Society. 

As of yet, they are not a 
recognized campus group.

Bruce Williams, head of Plastic 
Surgery at McGill, had a busy 
New Year’s Day. He spent twelve 
hours sewing Edmunston surgeon 
Zak Effendi’s hand back on after 
it was severed by an airplane pro- 
pellor. 

After an aerial tour with his 
family, Effendi was helping his 
friend put the plane back in its 
hunger. He raised his arm and the 
plane’s propcllor severed his left 
hand from his arm and his thumb 
from his hand. 

Effendi was rushed by his 
friend to the Edmunston hospital 
with his hand packed in ice. From 
New Brunswick, he was flown in 
a private jet to the Montréal 
General Hospital, a teaching 
hospital affiliated with McGill 
University. Between the accident 
and the operating table, four 
hours elapsed. 

Eight days after the operation, 
Williams explained, “we don’t 
get full recovery of the hand, the 
aim is for functional use... it is 
too early to say how complete his 
(Effendi’s) recovery will be.” 

The technique required to re- 
attach severed body parts is called 
micro-surgery. It involves the use 
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Dr. Bruce Williams 

of an ‘operating-room 
microscope’, .which provides the 
magnification required to sew tiny 
blood vessels and nerves back 
together. 

According to Williams, the in- 
struments used arc small enough 
to “poke a hole through one of the 
hairs on your head." 

Research into this technique has 
been going on for 10 years at 
McGill. Besides being used to re- 
attach hands, micro-surgery finds 



application in other delicate 
operations such as neurosurgery. 
The Montréal General handles 3 
or 4 cases like Effendi 's every 
year. 

“(Micro-surgery) will likely re- 
main available only at hospitals in 
large cities, principally because of 
the lack of sufficient need for it in 
smaller towns,” said Williams. 

Asked if McGill students who 
had their hand cut off tomorrow 
would receive the same treatment 
as Effendi, he replied " Why 
not?” and pointed out that this 
kind of operation is covered by 
medicare in Canada. 

For a hand operation, first the 
bone is set, to orient the rest of the 
operation. Next, blood flow in the 
hand is re-established by connec- 
ting the two arteries and three 
veins. Lastly, the two nerves are 
put together and the skin stitched. 

Since Dr. Effcndis’ cut was not 
very clean, some sections of vein 
were not in good enough shape to 
rc-attach. Veins were taken from 
his foot, where there arc more 
than arc essential. 

Severing of hands where the 
hand is in a re-attachable state is 
relatively rare, wheras lesser in- 
juries such as cut-off lingers and 
toes arc more common.

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Daily seeks 
non-violent sports 



Annihilated. Brutalized. Crushed. 
Destroyed. This is the lexicon of com- 
petitive sports, the words used to describe 
the outcome of a hockey, football or 
basketball match. Each day, sports 
reporters run through a litany of verbs, all 
of them violent, to relate sports results. 

Last week’s international hockey fiasco 
in Czechoslovakia focused our attention on 
the violence of the players. Yet even those 
who condemned the fighting have no 
criticism of the senseless national, regional 
and civic tensions these competitions have 
come to glorify. Most would have prefer- 
red to massacre the Soviets in a show of 
Canadian purity and cleanliness. 

University competitions arc often mark- 
ed by outbursts of violence, primarily 
amongst the fans. Queen’s University 
students annually boast their “Kill 
McGill" pre and post-football game 
bashes. Contempt for another university 
and its students has been a traditional way 
of showing support for one’s own universi- 
ty team. The desire to "massacre" another 
group of students is considered healthy. 

At Harvard vs. Yale football games, fans * 
are known to shout "We don’t care, 
anyway, you will work for us some day!" 
But rarely, if ever, do the groups 
‘represented’ by the teams have any real 
differences of interest between them. 

At McGill, varsity sports get much atten- 
tion from the student population, fostering

artificial rivalries. But it seems a great dea. 
of the problem is in how we think of these 
sports as well. In our newspaper, we would 
like to cover sports, even some varsity 
sports, without descending to a blow-by- 
blow account of games or encouraging 
contrived divisions.

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Chinese New Year 



Chinese New Year Celebration 

The Chinese New Year, which has been celebrated 
for five thousand years, is by far the most festive and 
the most important holiday. It signals the end of 
winter and the coming of spring. It is a time for the 
family to come together, renew lies, forgive debts, tie 
up loose ends in business, make a new beginning, and 
to wish each other good fortune for the new year. It’s 
also a time of gift-giving and festivities. And it's 
almost here! 

But exactly which day is New Year’s Day? The 
Oriental calendar, based on the lunar year, is divided 
into 12 moon cycles. Although it doesn't correspond 
with the Western calendar, the Chinese New Year’s 
Day falls between January 20 and February 20. Each 
year is represented by one of 
1 2 animals. Each cycle starts w ith the mouse and ends 
with the pig (or boar.) The Chinese have for centuries 
believed that a person’s animal sign determines much 
of his/her character and destiny. The Chinese will 
celebrate the Year of the Rabbit on January 29, 1987. 

The last month of the year is spent preparing for the 
New Ycal festivities. Everything is made ready in ad- 
vance. such as food, which is prepared for the streams 
of visitors who will be coming and going all the time. 
A picture of Tsao-Chun, the god of the kitchen, hangs 
on the wall watching over everything. A week before 
New Year's, Tsao-Chun’s picture is taken down and 
burned. With a burst of firecrackers, the kitchen god 
is sent on his way to heaven. When Tsao-Chun 
returns on New Year’s Eve, the real celebration 
begins. 

The celebration begins with a large family feast on 
New Year’s eve. The food served is not the traditional 
turkey and cranberry sauce of Christmas dinner. In- 
stead, Chinese foods vary from region to region. 
Since China is such a vast country with a different 
climates, its cuisine evolved from regional styles bas- 
ed on locally available ingredients and flavour 
preferences. The four major cooking styles can be 



classified as Eastern (Shanghai), Western (Szechuan), 
Southern (Canton), and Northern (Peking). 

Feasting and celebrations continue on for ten more 
days. Family and friends who drop by to pay their 
respects are served tea and a variety of sweets and 
snacks which include lotus seeds, watermelon seeds, 
steamed rice cakes flavoured with date or red bean 
paste, sesame candy and fruit. The food served 
depends on the region. For instance, Chiao tzu, 
customarily prepared in the North, are meat dumpl- 
ings filled with a mixture of chopped pork and cab- 
bage, salt, ginger, scallion, and pepper. These arc 
served in pairs because even numbers are considered 
lucky. 

Many of the foods have sybolic meaning and are 
eaten to bring luck and good fortune. Chicken is the 
symbol of renewal and rebirth. The head and feet are 
left on to symbolize completeness. Clams offer tastes 
of good fortune, while fish indicates plenty. 
Tangerines and oranges are given in hopes that life 
will be sweet. Grapefruit and apples contain seeds, 
representing many children, which indicates a wish 
for fertility. 

Another custom is gift-giving. Presents range from 
food to silks, jade, or plants. One tradition is the ex- 
change of red envelopes, which arc stuffed with 
money (lucky money) and given to the elderly and un- 
married. (The colour red is often associated with the 
holiday and signifies happiness and good fortune. 

Fireworks arc traditionally used to ward off evil 
spirits. Many merchants in Chinatown have people 
dressed in ‘’evil*’ beast costumes dance in front of 
their establishments to grab a red envelope while 
fireworks are set off to prevent them from entering. 
This year, one can come down to Chinatown and see 
this happening on the weekend of January 31 and 
February I.
